blood pressure. 

9. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 8 wherein the mammal has 
experienced an adverse postnatal environment comprising ahypocaloric orhypercaloric 

diet

concentration of the growth honnone, is increased throu^ administration of an agent which 
dAerstimulates production of growfhhonnoneorwhichlesserisorprevents inhibition of 

growth hormone activity. 

11. (Previously amended) A method as claimed in claim 8 wherein the effective 
concentration of growth hormone is increased through direct administration of growth 
hormone.

27. (Original) The method of claim I , wherein the dose of said growthhomione 
is in the range of 

about 0.1 ng/kg/day to 
about 1 mg/kg/day.
